ALLEGED SWINDLER ARRESTED.

Boston, April 10.—Detecti ves will arrive here 
to-morrow with Charles G. Smith, arrested in 
Detroit, whither be had been decoyed from Can- 
ada, on a charge of complicity in a gigantic 
swindle by which local boot and shoe manu- 
facturers lost $75,000. Two or three years 
ago he suddenly turned up as a 
partner in the firm of A. B. Washburne & Co., of 
St. Joseph, Mo., and being well known, his loud 
pretensions found ready credence. As bis firm 
was in a fair way of doing a heavy trade, he 
proposed to make purchases among the manu- 
facturers and wholesale dealers of Eastern cities. 
He emphasized the fact that his old business ac- 
quaintances in this city should receive a good 
share of his firm's business East. He further 
represented that the firm was well supplied with 
money, and that Mr. Washburne alone put 
into the concern $30,000 in cash. Smith 
talked’ up the importance of his firm 
and its validity, and by some crooked means 
soon managed to get credit for $75,000 in one of 
the leading mercantile agencies East, and in 
nearly all the Eastern and Southera 
cities ° 2 B. Washburne & Co.” 
were rated at that amount. The 
boot and shoe firms in this city credited his rep- 
resentations, and he was not slow to take ad- 
vantage of this trustfulness. The first pur- 
chases met with prompt payment. This was 
but a bait. After several months A. B. 
Washburne & Co. began to make heavy 
purchases on time, buying from leading dealers 
in Lynn, Haverhill, and other small towns of 
Massachusetts, as well as of firms in this city. 
The St. Joseph firm was backward 
in making payments, and upon de- 
ing pressed for settlement it failed.

THE BASTERN FREIGHT WAR. 

The announcement made in yesterday's Tuln- 
UNE that the gralu rates to the East had again 
gone to pieces, and that the Baltimore & Ohio 
was openly contracting tor grain on the basis of 
20 cents from Chicago to New York, on the 
ground that the New York Central haa been 
making contracts since April 1 at that figure, is 
fully corroborated by the following circular 
just issued by Commissjoner Fink: 

* Under Art. 4 of the agreement of March 11, 
ithaving been shown that in violation of said 
agreement reduced rates have been made on 
grain of five: cents per 100 pounds to some sbip- 
pers, I now give notice that a general reduction of 
eighth e rates to 25 cents per 100 pounds, 
basis Chicago to New York, will be made, com- 
mencing on Monday, April II. It is understood 
that if reduced rates are given to any one ship- 
per a general reduction will be made in order to 
stop hereafter dll unjust discriminations be- 
tween shippers and commuoities. and to carry 
out strictly the spirit and inte the 
agreement of March 11.“ 

In-acoordance with this eircular the repre- 
sentatives of the roads leading east from this 
city will meet this morning and reconstruct the 
tariff as per instruction of the Commissiouer, 
and again solemnly affirm that the rates will be 
honestly lived up to. Yet it is not to be sup- 
posed for ove moment that the fight will stop 
bere and that no further cutting will be induiged 
in. Commissioner Fink admits what THe TrRis- 
UNE charged yesterday—namely; that the rates 
bad not been maintained for more than two 
mouths past, and that the reduction April 1 was 
made necessary for the reason that the Erie and 
New York Central had been making contracts 
with sonm.e of the largest shippers at uced 
figures, and the rate at whi these con- 
tracts were made hai to be made the 
open rate in order to avoid a general disturb- 
ance. Commissioner Fink seems to have ro 
faith now that the reads will adbere to the new 
rate any better than they did to the old ones. 
and he threatens that if reduced rates are given 
to any one ehippera general reduction will be 
made iu order to stop hereafter all unjust dis- 
criminations between shippers and communities. 
This is a very fair expression on the part of 
Commissioner Fink, and proves what bas long 
been known, that the gentieman is honestiy de- 
sirous to avoid unjust discriminations and means 
to do what is fair and just towards all con- 
cerned. But the trouble is that Commissioner 
Fink is entirely powerless, and his cireulurs and 
orders are treated as so much waste paper by 
the railroads. The fact can po longer be de- 
nied that the cast-bound pool fs a complete fail- 
ure, and will not stop the cutting of rates nor 
the discrimination between certain classes of 
my ty on the of the rnilroads, 
As the matter now stands rates pay be consid- 
ered entirely off, in spite of Mr. Fink's circulat, 
and the rallroads will try to get all the business 
they canat whatever rates they think nec- 
essury to secure it. ‘The developments during 
the last few weeks have caused much bad blood 
among the various railroad manugers. and they 
have now their Adandet up.“ and nothing can 
prevent a fürth continuance of the war until 
heavy losses have taught them lesson that 
it does not pay to fight. There is but one way 
by which the east-bound pool can be made et- 
fective, and that is by aecepting Mr. Fink's 
proposition t the busiaess be not only pooled 
from the estern terminal points, but aise 
from the different gateways at which the busi- 
ness has to be redivided. ad such a pool been 
in existence the present fight could not 
have comeup. It was not the Chicago or any 
other Western termina! road’ that commenced 
the trouble, but the roads at the New York end, 
which under the existing arrangement can gu in 
the market and make any rates they choose, and 
compete fur the business as if there was no pool- 
ing arrangement in existenge,sv long as they 
choose to bear the amount of the cut them- 
selves. Uniessa ing arrangement such as 
proposed by Mr. Fink is made at once, there is 
every prospect that there will be a war on East- 
ern rates this summer fiercer than any that has 
been waged in the past, and whica will have the 
— disastrous effects on many of the ro 

nes.

Tor Caicaco Tumexx of yesterday was 
the largest single edition ever printed by a 
Chicago Sunday paper.

But there is a new phase to the con- 
test. which is worthy of notice. Mr. 
F. B. Thurber, a rich merchant of New 
York City, has placed himself in the “ fore- 
front” ofthe battle against railway abuses. 
At the head of the National Anti-Monopoly 
League, Mr. Thurber has called attention to 
the fact that the Senate of the great State of 
New York dare not pass a measure affecting 
railways without the consent of Mr. Vander- 
bilt. He has published broadcast the sub- 
stance of the Hepburn Committee report, 
which is a startling revelation of the cor- 
rupt influence exerted upon legislation in 
New York by the railway companies,—reve- 
lations of this sort, as witness the follow- 
ing extract trom the testimony of Jay Gould: 


I do not know how much I paid toward heip- 
ing triendiy men. We [the Erie) had four 
States to look after, and we bad to suit our 
politics to circumstances. In a Democratic 
district I was a Democrat; in a Republican 
district | was a Republican; and in a doubtful 
district | was doubtful, but in every district and 
at ali times I have always been an Erie man. 


He has suggested the propriety of the 
seizure by the State of New York of the Cen- 
tral & Hudson River Railway line at the 
time, now near at hand, of the expiration of 
its charter. In every way possible he 
has agitated the subject of railway abuses, 
and urged the people to grapple with and 
crush them. The monopolists have doubt- 
less been restive under this ceaseless war- 
fare, but how could they meet it? Mr. 
Thurber is not a Congressman, and hence 
the epithet demagog is scarcely applicable to 
him, Heis not a candidate for Mayor of 
New York City, and hence cannot be charged 
with a desire to secure political influence. 
He is a merchant, at the head of a great 
house whose business is coextensive with 
the bounds of the country. His business has 
suffered through the extortions and unjust 
discriminations ot the railways, and he 
shows just how it has suffered in a plain, 
blunt way. The monopolists have let him 
severely alone, hoping, doubtless, that he 
would exhaust his ammunition and tire of the 
fight. 

But this hope has not been realized. Mr. 
Thurber is indefatigable; his guns are all 
shotted, and he keeps up a constant cannon- 
ade. Something must be done to counteract 
the effect of this incessant warfare. The 
New York Tribune has found a ground for 
attack. It calls him a liar byinnuenda It 
inquires whether he is “a reputable busi- 
ness-man or a Jeremy Diddler.“ It wants to 
know whether he has not in fact been en- 
gaged in the manufacture of bogus brandy 
and whisky out of crude alcohol and flavor- 
ing extracts, while pretending to be a tem- 
perance man“; whether he is not engaged 
in making bogus honey out of glucose“; 
whether he does not “sell oleomargarine for 
butter, fraudulently concealing its real char- 
acter,” etc., etc. Finally, it wants to know 
if the sole motive of Mr. Thurber’s fight 
against the New York Central is not to ex- 
tort special rates of freight for himself, and 
whether he has not offered to step it if he 
can get such rates? Mark, this is all by in- 
nuéndo, a volley of insinuations, involving 
the suggestion of guilt and consequent 
infamy.

THE TREASURY REFUNDING PROJECT 

The proposition the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury intends to make to the holders of the 
6 per cent bonds which become redeemable 
at the option of the Government July 1 next, 
amounting in round figures to $200,000,000, is 
either to pay them off or to extend their 
duration at the new rate of 3% ber cent, 
thereby saving 244 per cent interest to the 
Government. This scheme seems to be at 
once fair and practicable. 

Some of the legal hair-splitters at Wash- 
ington are making the point that such 4 con- 
tract will not be lawful, because there is no 
express authorization therefor in the statutes, 
Thisissimply absurd. If the United States 
Government, in the absence of Congress, has 
not the power possessed by every individual 
to make a contract entirely satisfactory to 
the opposit party, whereby it can save itself 
the payment of 24% per cent interest on an 
extension or renewal of a loan which it is 
otherwise prepared to pay, then it might as 
well abandon all claim to being a Govern- 
ment, and Congress should arrange fora 
perpetual session. It is not proposed to 
exercise any constraint in this matter. The 
holders of the 6 per cent bonds cau either 
accept the new rate of interest or take their 
money. The Treasury has resources equal 
to the entire amount of 6 per cents without 
drawing on its redemption fund. It has 
authority to issue $104,000,000 of 4 per cents, 
which it can sell for about $118,000,000, and 
it has a surplus revenue of $90,000,000 for the 
current fiscal year at the very least. Hence 
any proposition on the part of the Treasury 
to redeem the 6 per cents is not tentative but 
reliable, and the option lies with the holders 
of such bonds to take their money unless 
they prefer to leave it with the Government 
at the new rate pending an agreement of 
Congress upon a refunding law. 

The best possible proof that the Govern- 
mentis exercising no coercion or improper 
advantage in this matteriste be found in 
the fact that the proposition origtnated with 
the banks and capitalists who hold the 6 per 
centbonds. The funds thus invested belong 
to banks, insurance companies, estates, and 
trusts, and would seek reinvéstmentin a 
similar class of securities if the bonds should 
be paid. The holders recogutze that will 
be much better for them to take 3}y per 
cent interest on bonds which they can con- 


and invest in 4 per cent bonds at 116. The 
machinery of the transaction will be simple 
ahd inexpensive. It will only be necessary 
to send the bonds to Washington and have 
them stampea with the terms of the new con- 
tract. There will be no cotiimissions to pay, 
and the cost of the materia! and labor for new 
bonds will be avoided. There is no appre 


pretext whatever.

ment. In the meantime, there seems 
to be no reason why the Govern- 
ment should delay the issue and sale of the 
$104,000,000 of 4 per cents at the current pre- 
miom. If no part of the proceeds of such 
sale shall be needed to take up the 6 per 
cents, the money can still be used to advan- 
tage in the redemption of 5 per cents. Some 
$14,000,000 of the principal of the debt can be 
canceled outright through the premium re- 
alized upon the sale of the authorized 4 per 
cents, and 1 per cent interest can be saved on 
the balance. Indeed, with this fund at the 
back of it, the Government will be able to 
make the same terms with the holders of 5 
per cents as with the holders of 6 per cents. 
Interest amounting to 1% per cent may be 
saved on $469,000,000 of 5 per cents as well as 
2% per cent on $200,000,000 of 6 per cents by 
thie same plan. Such an achievenient would 
accomplish virtually all that Congress failed 
to do in refusing to pass a Funding Dill un- 
less it could punish and bulldoze the Nation- 
al banks. * 


THE FRANOO-TUNIGIAN AFFAIR. 

The new complication between France and 
Tunis is almost amusing when it is consid- 
ered in all its ramifications. Unquestion- 
ably, the ultimate aim of France is to seize 
upon Tunis and annex it, as she did Algeria, 
and in much the same way. The Dey of that 
province seized upon French possessions as 
security for money owed to certain Jewish 
merchants in his capital, whereupon France 
invaded the country, and not only retook the 
possessions that were in the hands of the 
Dey, but his whole property, and annexed it. 
In this complication with Tunis she makes a 
similar complaint—namely: that the Tunisi- 
ans—in reality a border tribe, the Khoumis— 
have seized certain real estate belonging to a 
French loan company, and that she is bound 
to punish the Khoumis for it. The size of the 
torce she has sent there, however, looks more 
like conquest than retaliation. Mean- 
while it has leaked out that at the time the 
Treaty of Berlin was signed France con- 
sented to the English oeeeupation of Cyprus 
upon condition that when she was ready she 
could have Tunis. But meanwhile the 
French are moving upon some property that 
belongs to Englishmen, and they have ap- 
pealed to their Home Government for pro- 
tection. Italy has noclaim upon Tunis, ex- 
cept that she has a lucrative commerce with 
her, and that Italian creditors—jointly with 
English and French—administer the reve- 
nues: and yet the mere prospect of hostility 
has tumbled the Italian Ministry into ruins. 
Meanwhile Tunis is tributary to Turkey, and 
yet the Porte has not opened its mouth to 
complain. Germany and Austria have noth- 
ing at stake in Tunis. It is an insignificant 
little country, but it may vet involve En- 
gland, France, and Italy in a three-cornered 
squabble, not to mention Turkey. The

Senator 
Vance ostentatiously boasted in advance

the showing, he not only miserably failed to 
make good his anhouhcement, but he was 


| shown to be the author of repudiation in his 


own State, and that the repudiation in his 
own State was more disgraceful and dis- 
honest than that in any other State in the 
whole South. 

The debate brought the proofs home with 
crushing foree. It was shown that when he 
was Governor of North Carolina in 1877, and 
also in 1879, he openly favored repudiation in 
his messages to the Legislature. In his 
message of January, 1879, only two years 
ago, he used the following language: 


The public debt, it will be seen by the Treas- 
urer's report, amounts to $16,960,045 principal, 
and $10,160,182 iuterest. This is known us the 
recognized debt. as contrudistinguished from 
the special-tax bonds. What shall be done with 
it? isa question that deserves your best consid- 
eration. It is out of the question fur us to at- 
tempt to pay it atits face value. Indeed, I do 
not concede that there is any moral obligation 
on us to do sq, nor do our creditors expect it of 
us. Quite one-balf Of our property upun which 
our bonds were bused was wantonly destroyed 
by consent of a large majority of those who 
held them; and no Court of conseiesee upon 
the earth would permit a creditor to destroy 
one-half of bie security and claim full payment 
out of the remainder. 


Could anything be clearer than this? At 
the same time, could anything be more in- 
famously*disgraceful,—the spectacle of the 
Governor of a State, speaking officially co his 
Legislature and taking open ground in favor 
of repudiation upon the false pretense that 
they were losing their slaves, that “one-half 
of our property [the slaves] upon which our 
bonds were based was wantonly destroyed by 
consent of a large majority of those who 
held them.“ —in other words, that the bond- 
holders were in favor of erushing the Re- 
bellion and liberating the slaves? This re- 
pudiating Bourbon has advocated repudia- 
tion on other occasions. It was only last 
October that he made a stump speech in 
Virginia on the same day that Wade Hamp- 
ton made his disloyal speech, telling the peo- 
ple of that State to do “as we have 
done down in North Carolina,” and 
that the only way to settle the 
debt question was to repudiate it al- 
together. This, however, might be called 
the stump speech of a heated  parti- 
san for political effect. The document of 
1879 was nota stump speech. It was his of- 
ficial advice as Governor to the only body of 
men who could officially perform the act of 
répudiation. There is no record that the 
bondholders of North Carolina ever held a 
meeting in any capacity, or ever took any 
action in favor of emanelpation or opposing 
it. Some of these bondholders were Repub- 
licans. Some of them were Copperheads 
and friends of the North Carolina Rebeis. 
Some of them weré English and some of 
them were Germans. They were scattered 
everywhere—all over the world. The infer- 
ence that these widely-scattered individuals 
ever took such action is ridiculous, inconse- 
quential, and false. It is the flimsiest reason 
that was ever offered by a State official, 
or any other official, for a dishonest 
action. No one, not even the most ultra- 
radical Republican, ever advocated the de- 
struction of their property, the slaves, nor 
their deportation. No one ever proposed to 
maim, or cripple, or kill, or remove the 300, 
000 blacks of North Carolina. The interest 
on the debt was borne, like the interest on 
the debtof the Northern States, upon the 
products of labor, and of these produets the 
white landholders took all but the mere sub- 
sistence of the laborers. That labor is still 
there. Since the abolition of slavery the 
blacks have not only remained there, but 
they have increased 75 per cent in numbers. 
Thete are a halt more blacks there now than 
when the Emancipation Proclamation was 
issued; They work harder. they produce 
more, they have inereased the taxable prop- 
erty, and the resources of the State have de- 


veloped faster than they did in the days of | 
coercive servitude. It is easier for North

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This is not 4 debt” not a Con- 
federate debt, but an debt, which 
the biack Republicans themselves are in 
favor of paying, though the bulk of its pay- 
ment must come out of the products of their 
labor, and its repudiation by Bourbons is the 
most glaring instance of unqualified dix 
honesty and of personal and political rascall- 
ty that has yet appeared in the annals 
of repudiation. It does not lay in 
the mouth of the North Oarolina 
author of repudiation, the ex-Governor of a 
State which under its Funding law has re- 
pudtated $24,000,000 of the debt and the in- 
terest thereon outright, and conveniently 
ignored $2,000,000 more of debt and interest, 
to attack the Senator from Virginia, who was 
in favor of having West Virginia assume 
her equitable share of the old State debt, 
especially when Vance’s own party, as soon 
as it came into power in West Virginia, re- 
pudiated its part of the old debt, and a 
Democratic Governor of West Virginia pro- 
claimed in a State paper that the State did 
not owe and was not bound to pay any por- 
tion of the debt of Old Virginia,—both of 
which assertions were scandalously false. 

— 
THE TRANSVAAL PEACE. 

The peace lately concluded between the 
English Government and the Boers, as we 
judge from the tone of the English press, 
does not go down with perfect satisfaction. 
The dose has been taken with many a 
grimace, and there is a very general expres- 
sion of opinion that if their army had won a 
signal victory over the Boers, and had opened 
the way into the Transvaal by driving them 
away from Laing’s Neck and dispersing 
them, then the peace would have been a 
matter for general.congratulation. The Spec 
tator. one of the Liberal organs, thinks that 
the settlement with the Boers wil! do, if it 
works well, “and that is all we care to say 
for it. It 1s not a perfect settlement, but 
we do not see how a better could be ob- 
tained.” So far as the terms are concerned 
there is a general feeling of satisfaction. 
The Transvaal hereafter will be a protected 
Indian State, its rulers acknowledging Great 
Britain as the paramount Power, surrender- 
ing its control of foreign policy, and admit- 
ting a Resident at the Capital, who will 
have certain rights of advice and veto 
whenever the loeal Government gets into 
trouble with the surrounding country. Un- 
der the settlement the English also get the 
cession of a considerable tract of country on 
the eastward, and they also secure the 
natives, outside Boer authority, for whom 
they ate responsible, for the rulers of the 
Transvaal cannot under the treaty invade 
the Zulus, or bring on a war with the great 
Matabele tribe on the north, or oppress 
Secocoeni’s people, or take any step involv- 
ing them with other native tribes,—all that 
is covered by the clause reserving foreign 
policy absolutely to the Crown, That is a 
clause which can be enforced, and will be 
enforeed, for any open violation of it will bea 
declaration of war.” It is not the settlement 
itself, but the manner in which it has been 
made, that galls the feelings of the average En- 
glishman. He does not relish 4 peace made Im- 
mediately after a hard defeat, and when the 
reinforcements weré close at hand whith 
would speedily have overwhelmed the Boers 
by force of numbers. The London Stand- 
ard is fearful that the peace may “ give body 
and energy to the disaffection of the anti- 
English Africanders in every part of South 
Africa, and instill into the native races dan- 
gerous notions of the impotence of England.” 
The Pal Mall Gazette (Liberal) thinks that 
“the action of the Government secures all 
that national honor in union with common 
sense could demand,“ and yet it is very 
doubtful about the future, especially about 
the effect of the British rule over native 
populations. It says: 


It is a humiliating confession to have to make, 
but nevertheless the fact must be nized, 
that to piace native populations under itieh 
rule is not exactly an unfailing guarantee for 
their just government, or for their advance in 
civilization. The condition Of the natives in 
Natal, where the reins of nutive goverument 
bave always been tightly beld oF Imperial 
officials, is a condition of sanctioned proffigacy 
and legalized slavery. As for the wrongs that 
have been done to native popul in the 
os name, they are simply innumerable. 

he Zulu war was purely of Im al creation. 
The annexation of the mouth of the St. John's 
River in Pondotand by Sir Bartle Frere and 
Cheimsford was an outrage whicb, bad it been 
committed by Dutchmen, would have raised an 
outcry all through the country. The treatment 
of the Griquas on the borders of Natal was just 
such another proceeding. The Langalibalele 

ffair was the direct work of officials hold 

it appointments from the Crown. The war wit 
the Rasutos is another exam of what natives 
muy expect under British rule; and when, leav- 
ing the present, we go back into the past, the 
whole history of South Africa is nothing but the 
history of native wars brought about by the un- 
jvst.action of Imperial administrators, and re- 
suitiig always in fresh annexations of native 
territory. 


There is another view of the future, how- 
ever, expressed quite generally. While the 
„ flre-eaters““ growl about a peace made on 
the heels of defeat, there is a larger class 
that are willing to accept it, because it is an- 
other step toward freeing England from un- 
comfortable complications,—and the same 
feeling is expressed with reference to the 
evacuation of Afghanistan,—and places her 


in a posion where she will not have her 


hands tied when the Europtan struggle 
comes. They say: Settle the South Af- 
rica, Afghan, and Irish troubles, and then 
we shall be ready to meet our old enemy on 
the Continent.” It is evident from all this 
that Englishmen at least do not regard peace 
in Europe as assured by any means, and 
expect to meet their old enemy (query! Rus- 
sia?) again in the field.

Worse even is it wit the Bonapartists’ left 
wing. All the knowing ones; their Wiseacres, 
and Pharisees, are preparing to desert and leave 
the golden rose of virtue to her fate. They have 
gone through the skinning process, and are now 
Republicans. The Gaulois is anxious to become 
a Gambetta paper, and in all representative 
bodles throughout the country the numbers of 
“the devoted” are dwindling down more and 
more into imsigtiificance. In the Chamber of 
Deputies they lose one sent after the other. 
Only a Short time ago the Bonapartists were 
looked upon as the most dangerous enemies of 
the Republic; to-day they hardly deserve that 
commiseration which the World 16 willing to be- 
stow uvon all decaying greatness which simpiy 
lives in the reminiscences of the past. 

The main cause of this decline and disintegra-

The lands bo- 
longing to this great Company now comprise an 
area almost double the British Islands—England, 
Ireland, Scotiand, Wales, Guernsey, Jersey, and 
other outlying isiands,—and including France as 
well, Such a job was never witnessed in 
any nation of the world. Every attempt 
to get the yeas and nays on any ques- 
tions with regard to it in Congress proved 
abortive, and Mr. Durant, President of the Com- 
pany, charged $500.000 for contingencies for 
which he had no vouchers and which was paid 
for putting the job through Congres’. One por- 
tion of thé franchise provided fora road from 
Sioux City to the Pacific “by the nearest and 
most practicable route.“ The Company built 
on the dead level bottoms of the Missour!

A HEAVY ROBBERY. 
BURGLARS MAKE A BIG HAUL, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Yor«, April 10,—Brooklyn was the scene 
this morning of one of the most daring and 
skillfully planned burglaries of recent oecur- 
rence. It was committed in the jewelry-store 
of Wimam Wise, 209 Fulton street. The bur- 
giars escaped with a large amount of costly 
plunder, leaving behind them not a singie cle 
by which their identity can bé established. The 
store is in Fulton street, opposit Clarke The 
front door is protected by a high and heavy 
iron grating, fastened with a padiock. The 
door itself has two locks. The reas windows are 
secured by heavy iron shatters. Two bright gas- 
jets were kept burning all night iu the rear of 
the store, and a third near the entrance. These 
lighted up the piace so that every portion of it 
could be 

PLAINLY SEEN FROM THE SIDEWALK. 
Mr. Wise visited his store about 10:30 o'clock 
this forenoon, as usual on Sunday, to see if ev- 
erything was all right. The padiodk on the 
front grating was found perfectiy locked, but 
when de reacted the door he found the lower 
lock broken off, although the upper one had ap- 
parently not been touched. Hurriedly opening 
the door, Mr. West stepped in, to discover 
everything in confusion, and evidences that 
burglars had made the place & workshop for 
hours. Lying upside down in front of the large 
safe in the back of the store, in which the buik 
of the valuabie goods were kept, was a heavy 
iron wali safe used for watches which had 
been left by customers for repairs. When 
locked up on Saturday uight this safe was firmly 
fastened to the wall within six feet of one of the 
show windows, and contained about 125 watches 
of all kinds. It weighea nearly 500 pounds, and 
hud been 80 

CAREFULLY TAKEN FROM THE WALL 
that a jeweler's work-bench standing underneath 
had not been disturbed. Marks on the floor 
showed thut the safe had been dragged to the 
rear, directly under two gas jets. The burglars 
then broke open the irou lock with a jimmy and 
secured all the watches. The large safe stood 
partly under a stairway. but no one could get at 
it without placing himself where be could be 
plainly seen from the sidewalk. The burglars 
had evidently worked for hours trying to force the 
safe open. Had they succeeded $80,000 worth of 
property would have been at their disposal, 
that amount being locked in the safe. Six holes 
were drilled by the busy thieves through the 
fire-proof portion of the safe, which was also 
badly bent and broken. The chilled steel of the 
interior portion had 

KESISTED THEIR EFFORTS, 
however, and the safe was left unopened, prob- 
abiv because of a lack of time to continue work. 
Having failed to get into the main safo, it is 
supposed the burglars rifled smaller wali- 
safe and took what goods they 
could pack up convenientiy and burried 
away. They left benind them 1 
of a kit of burglars’ tools, a copy of a New York 
newspaper t Saturday, and a piece of cloth in 
which the tools had probably been wrapped. 
Part of a jimmy was found broken off in the 
safe door. The thieves carried off 125 watches 
taken from the-wall safe, a la number of 
gold pens and pencils, a lot of silver thimbies, 
and a small diamond, all taken from show-cases, 
the trays which beld them being scattered about 
the floor. About $10,000 worth of plated silver- 
ware and other piated goods were left un- 
touched in the show-cases, the thieves evidently

and cortag for only the former. The most sur- 

rising thing ie that the burglars could have 

n committed at all without detection. There 
was one special watchman for these premises 
alone, two bank watchmen close by. and two 
regular policemen on that beat. In addition to 
this, the store is brilliantly lighted at night, 
every foot of the interior being visible from the 
street, and a large iliuminated clock stood 
within three feet of the safe which was carried 
away. A man on the street ought to see 
a Hy walking in any part of the store. One fact 
freely commented upon by the police officers 
was the recent release of Red Leary and others 
of the gung of burglars aup to have been 
concerned in the celebrated Northampton bank 
rubbery, and it was subsequently noted that the 
jeweiry rubbery was the work of professionals.

SENATORIAL PATRONAGE. 


A Strap of Constitutional History. 
New York Tribune. 

In connection with the present situation at 
Washington it is interesting to recall the fact 
that the section of the Constitution giving the 
Senate a share in the appointing power, by re- 
quiring its confirmation of a nomination for 
the completion of the appointing act begun by 
the President, was hot adopted until after a 
long debate. It was in fact a sort of compro- 
mise between the delegates who wanted to 
exciude the Sepate entirely from all voice in 
the matter ot selecting public officers and those 
who desired to give that body a restricted 
appointing power fndependent of the Presi- 
dent. In the first draft of the Constitu- 
tion, says Story, the power was given to the 
President to appoint offieers in ali cases not 
otherwise provided tor by the Constitution, and 
the advice and consent of the Senate was not 
required; butin the same draft the power to 
appoint Ambassadors and Judges the Su- 
preme Court was given to the Senate. The ar- 
rangement finally adopted was reported by a 
committee as an amendment,

REORGANIZED. 
REBABILITATION OF THE LABOR UNION. 
The Chicago Labor Union held a meeting yes- 

terday afternoon in their hall No. 54 West Lake 
street, Mr. George Sloan presiding. 

On motion, the following constitution, reor- 
ganizing the Union, was unanimously adopted: 

SzecTion I. There is hereby established in this 
city a unſou of industrial improvers and reform- 
ers to raise the standard of fe of the toiling 
masses by the consideration and practical reatiz- 
ation of measures tending to afford the greatest 
good to the greatest number. 

II. Males and females present at the town- 
meeting of the Chiaago Labor Union have a 
right to speak and vote on any question before 
said meeting, and there shal) be no discrimina- 
tion with regard to creed, nationality, race, po- 
litical opinion, or industrial function; any per- 
son present may be selected as Chairman, in the 
absence of the Organizer, to open the meeting 
and preside over its deliberations. 

III. The officers of the Chicago Labor Union 
shall consist of an Organizer, Corresponding and 
Recording, and Financial Secretary, Secretary, 
Statistician, and Treasurer, who together shall 
constitute an Executive Committee for ali busi- 
ness that may be referred to them. The Organ- 
izer, with the advice of the other oOflicers, shall 
appoint a list of standing committee as he may 
deem expedient and necessary from time to 
time. 

IV. Apress committee shall be a nted to 
furnish the press with proceedings of the 
meetings and to report to the Labor Union the 
attitude and strictures of the press with 
to labor reform. 

V. Order of business: 

D Re on matters ing to the stand- 
ard of life of the tolling masses, with detailed 
accounts of the distinct, specific, and standard 
trades and occupa sca on in this city. 

(2) Reports on legisiation ana administration 
relating to wageworkers and their employers. 

(3) Reperts on the relations of the wageework- 
ers to the trading, professional, commercial, and 
speculating classes. 

(4) Resoluuons, essays, speeches, and other 
com munications. 

Vi. There shall be noregular dues collected, 
but cards may be issued, on which the Treasurer 
may receipt for voluntary contributions. 

VIL. The Labor Union shall not meet during 
the four weeks ing any election in Chi- 
cago, to avoid ali entanglements with party 
politics and all — pty pressure. 

VIII. The Chicago Labor Unton shall meet in 
advertised open meetings every Sunday after- 
noon at2% o'clock and at any other time at the 
call of the Organizer.

THE PRINTING TRADE. 

Mr. Morgan presented a report upon the print- 
ers trade as foulows: 

Iu this re it is not intended to include any 
estimate of the number or statement of the con- 
ditions of the workers employed in the various 
tributary branches of book, job, and newspaper 
printing, but to deal only with the department 
of typography or type-setting, which is a distinct 
and sepurate trade. 

The number of journeymen and women who 
gain a livelibood at this work is about 1,200, of 
which two-thirds are members of the Typo- 
graphicai Union No. 16. The number of so- 
called apprentices is between 400 and 450, a 
majority of whom are in non-Union offices. It 
is claimed that the cream ot the trade, so far 
as skill and intelliggnce are concerned, is with- 
iu the Union; for while it is true 
workmen are to be feund among the class styied 
ruts,“ still the average is far below that of 
Union mea. This massing of the er talents 
into the craft ormwanizavion has resulted iu a bet- 
ter and more regular maiutenance of the wage- 
scale than has been possible in most other trades 
composing so large a body of workers and of 
such a varied character. Yet while the nominal 
wage for piece or time work has been well main- 
tained, at least two-fifths of the Union element 
and three-fourths of those outside, receive less 
on a yearly computation than would be deemed 
fair pay tor unskilled labor when fully em- 
ployed. If the full number of those engaged at 
the trade be multiplied by the number of work- 

days in the year, the result when com- 
pared with the actual number of days’ 
work performed during the ycar by the 
whole craft, shows that at least one-third are 
permanently idle. In che common sorts of work 
only those holding situations on daily or weekly 
newspapers can ever be said to know to a 
reasunabie certainty whether to-morrow will 
und them at work or on the street,—with the 
probabilities largely in favor of the latter. This 
class of f-employed printers by their almost 
unreasoning fidelity, form the firmest bulwarks 
between the U anion and disintegration. 

The Union is not at all times as truly grateful 
to these self-sacrificing brothers as truusceud- 
dental philosophers would like to see it. It is 
from this class, whose intelligence in that par- 
ticular line would seem to be sharpened by the 
rasping necessities of their condition,that all the 
progressive and radical ideas emanate. All the 
rest is dead conservatism. 

The Union-scale is % cents per 1,000 ems 
for day work and 38 cents for night work. Aa 
average workman will set 7,000 “ems” in a day 
of ten hours: and if the work were regular and 
constant this would not be pad, as compared 
with wages in other — — 

The non- Union compositor gets from these 
figures down to whatever rate his empty stom- 
ach or the ukase of his boss may determine. 

The work is destructive of health and vitality 
even under the most favorable conditions. The 
rooms in winter mustzbe kept at a high temper- 
ature, the impalpable dust destroys the lungs 
and diseases the delicate membrane of the 
throat; the contact of the moist bands with the 
metallic types induces an insidious species of 
bivod-poisoning, showing most commonly in 
the eyes. which become dim or diseased; an 
the foul air of crowded, heated, ill-ventilated 
offices causes various low types of malarial- 
fever, which, ther with the sedentary habits 
and constrain uanatural positions while at 
work, saps the very foundation of life, plants 
the germs of all acute and chronic diseases, and 
makes the average duradon of life among this 
class of workers more than eight years 
shorter than obtains in other avocations. 
But those. turn night 
who do their work by the midnight 
lamp, in order that the public may be supplied 
with fresh news in the early morning, are of all 
men most miserable. Those evils mentioned af- 
flict them iu double spite; they never know an 
hour of the sweet, restful sleep that biess other 
men, or ever spend a quiet evening with family 
or friends at their own firesides, unless they jose 
u day to do it. Women are being employed in 
increasing numbers for the more ordinary kinds 
of work, and itis evident that this tendency 
must grow, for it is manifestly impossible for a 
man to support a tamily at work which can be 
done nearly or —— as well by a girl, who has nu 
higher responsi rod than to support berself in 
whole or in rt till a husband assumes that re-

DISCUSSION. 

Having read the report, Organizer Morgan 
called for discussion upon it. 

Mr. McGee said that he was a printer, and that 
he was «lelighted to be able to see that printing 
was getting to be so cheap. Anything which 
tended to cheapen production met with his 
favor. He felt a great degree of satisfaction at 
the improvement which bad been made with 
type-setting machinery. He had heard com- 
plaints of the apprentice system in connection 
with the printing business, but be did not think 
there was anything in it. 

Mr. Morgan said that he was glad of all im- 
provements made in labor-savmg machinery, 
and was especialiy glad in the case of the print- 
ing trade, use members of that craft had 
gotten to look upon themselves as the 
aristocrats of trade. ener had believed that 
u machine to take their places was not within 
the possibilities; and, now that — had found 
themselves mistaken, they would probably 
abandon some of their conscientive and aristo- 
cratic ideas. 

A gentieman claimed that the figures in re- 
gard to cheap books were incorrect. What pur- 
ported to be literary works quoted at three cents 
each were only reviews of them which sold at 
that price. 

Mr. O. M. Earn, of San Francisco, thought that 
the report made an ungaliant attack upon the 
employment of women. He was in favor of 
women and opposed to Chinese cheap labor. 

On motion, the report on printers’ trade was 
adopted. 

THE RENT QUESTION, 

The Committee ordered to report on increase 
of rent threatened by the landiords reported 
that, with one or two exceptions, the laws regu- 
lating the relations of landiord and tenant in 
{llinois were pet, if individual ownership of 
land is tounded in Nuture and necessary for the 
organization and development of society. Still 
the Committee would like to see the landlord or 
agent who violates the Exemption law. and 80 
commits a crime, punished by a term of im- 
prisoument without option of a fine. The Com- 
mittee, however, favored the destraction of the 
individual ownership of land, and set fortha 
complicated scheme by which this wight be ac- 
— and the lanu given to the State with- 
out injustice to any one. 

The report was laid on the tabie until after the 
lecture haa been delivered. 

Mr. Quinn, a member of the Committee, had 
prepared a minority report in the shape of an 
essay, which showed that all the eviis com- 
plained of in Chicago were due to the grasping 
wickedness of the landlords, but he was rul 
out of order. 

Mr. Morgan offered the following, which was 
ununimou * adopted: 

Resulved, That we call upon the Mayor to sus- 
stain his reputation as an econumilwal adminis- 
trator by looking out for some money now 
legally due the city from the West Side Railway 
Company,—penalties for not runnigg street-cars 
for two days,—which amounts to about enough 
to pay his salary for One vear. 

That the impudent disregard of and 
indifference to the public convesience, which 
results from commijting to private persons in- 
tereste essential to the weifare of society. as 
manifest in the recent mangement of the West 
Side City Railway, ig the culmination of proof 
that such interests are best kept coutrol ot by 
the people through its own goverment. 

Resol That the fits the street railways 
divide among their rs and stockholders are 
bestowed upon ereedy, ungrateful, and irre- 
sponsible men, like pearls to swine that turn and 
rend the giver, and that as their charters expire 
in 1884, we call upon an economical Mayor to 
protect the people who have trusted him, to see 
that they are not extended, and that low fares 
to the masses, under the city’s Own manage- 
ment of its public streets, supersede great pri- 
vate profits to persons who acquire rights to 
them by corrupting legisiatures and influencing 
Judges, allowing them to lick up the crumbs 
that fall from the table of monopolists.

THE RIGHTS AND WRONGS OF LABOR. 


the means to elevate him and his family. The 
capitalist should remember that the laborer has 
the same aspirations as himselt. An insatiable 
thirst to obtain wealth and live without labor 
lives in man. All mankina are trying to get rid 
of work, while the laboring man, when properly 
remunerated, is the happiest man on earth. 

He related how the toilers produced the wealth 
and power in Rome under a representative cur- 
rency, which was absorbed by the patricians 
after the Punic wars, and the poor became 
slaves to the capitalists, who grew effeminate, 
and lost their country. 

No country could maintain liberty and re- 
publican institutions for labor unless it had a 
representative currency by which the laborer 
can exchange bis property. Eugland had this 
medium when she suspended specie payments 
during the Napoleonic wars, and the land-owners 
increased from 31,000 to 178,000 and were pros- 
perous. This alarmed the aristocracy, and they 
proceeded to contract the currency and bring 
about specie payments. The motive was to 
secure the landed estates, and prevent their be- 
ing divided among the people. The result was 
the bread riots, suffering, and a decrease in the 
number of land-owners in a few years to 30,000. 
Now they number only 60,000. This was the 
way the capitalists had robbed England, 
and were reducing Ireland to misery and des- 
pair. The money went into the hands of the 
class of idle non-productive European tramps. 

He then related the great change that had oc- 
curred in France, by which her land-owners 
now numbered 1 000. The land-ownership 
mostly increased after France became a Repub- 
lic. She paid off the German indemnity before 
it was due by adopting a * by which every 
muscle in the nation could produce property. 
She increased her currency, and it was receiv- 
able all over the land forebts. Russia liberated 
her serfs, but they are now below the state of 
the Africans here while in slavery. He did not 
champion assasinations, but thought that, while 
it wus bad to kill the Czar, it was still worse for 
him and the aristocracy to keep down 

AND ENSLAVE THE PEOPLE. 

The one who produces wealth should retain 
and enjoy it. He was gi the West Division 
street-car men had su ed in their strike. 
They could not live on the w y bad re- 
ceived. re is a moral element in this victory 
which will spread throughout the land and in- 
spire the laborer to demand his rights. 

He asked what right had Congress during and 
after the War to bring about a debt that taxes 
property for generations. It never needed to 
exist and shouid be paid, but the capitalists 
don't want it removed use the bank system 
rests on it. 

There can be no pursuit of h iness without 
the physical means of support. oruls and in- 
tellect cannot be cultiva without the means 
to support life. He did not believe in commun- 
ism, but if every Socialist and Greetibacker were 
a Communist, he would be 50 per cent better 
than the Shylock. The latter wanted all, and 
the others only half. : 

The speaker related how the mortgaged lands 
were drifting into the hands of capitalists, and 
the way the railroad corporations had secured 
immense tracts in the West. people had 
come bere from Europe to settle on this land, 
but they had been by the railroads again placed 
in debt, and were told they must again become 
tenants. 

Wages must mean that which enables a man 
to educate bis children at least as well as him- 
scif. It shoud not be a mere pittance, but suf- 
ticient to educate and elevate the workingman's 
family. 

He concluded that every corporation that is 
crushing the life out of the people will have to 
yield to moral force. It was ignorance that 
caused a strike to become a mob in the old days, 
but now the * had mental superiority to 
reculate then. is was the result of education. 

Labor will triumph here because it is educated, 
but degrade it and it ia only one step to absolute 
slavery. Labor is God's true aristocracy on 
this earth. Ine aim should be to bring about a 
state when there should be no millionaires and 
no squalor. 

The labor movement in America will bring 
about an val state of affairs for ali men. 
With education and refinement the laboring- 
man will be on a par with all.

The membership fee is fixed at $10 for initia- 
tion, and dues at $1 per mouth. Americans, 
Englisa, or citizens, natives of other countries, 
who subscribe to the principles of the constitu- 
tion of the Club are elegibie as members. Poli- 
ties and religion are excluded from the delibera- 
tions of the Club. The Irish National anongiver- 
sury of each year is to be appropriately ceie- 
brated. About thirty new members were ad- 
mitted, and the rish-American dub bas 
launched forth under auspices which promise 
exceedingly well for its future success.
